THE EXECUTIVE APPOI\THE.\T3— 


VIEWS OF SENATOR-. O.V THKIR 


DELATIONS TO THEM—WHAT 


THE PHESIDKNI- THI.VK3 


ON THE SUBJECT. 


[N. Y. Herald, Jan. 27th ] 


The Louisiana and Maine nomina- 


tions have brought op again, in pri- 
vate conversation among Senators and 
others, the q-aestiou of the relation 
of the Senate to executive nomina- 
tions, which in part Senator Eil- 
muniis' letter to the President dis- 
cussed. 
The statement which fol- 


lows, made as will ba seen with some 
care, cornrs from Kepuhlican sources 
and is believed to represent the opin- 
ions held on tbn subject by a con- 
siderable majority of Bepublican Sen- 
ators:— 


By accident or design a delusion 


seems to have been imposed upon the 
public, iitraugely transparent when 
examined, in regard to the position 
held by the Senate touching its func- 
tion respecting appointments. It is 
repeatedly asserted that the Senate 
contends for the right to suggest or 
influence or dictate to the President 
in advance whom he shall nominate 
for office. 
The ground hold by the 


Senate is not only different but op- 
posite. 
The President his the inde- 


pendent right to nominate to the Sen- 
ate any eligible person, and the Sea- 
ate has an eqnully independent right 
—nay, binding duty- to advise wheth- 
er the nominations should or should 
not be confirmed. 
A confirmation is 


an act separate and substantive as 
much as is n nomination. 
Each is 


committed to the judgment of the 
respective parties who perform the 
act. 
Each act has its own responsi- 


bility. The act of nominating is re- 
posed by the constitution in the 
President, the act of advising to con- 
firm or reject is rpposed exclusively 
in the Senate. The same clause of 
the constitution which empowers the 
President to do the one thing enjoins 
the Senate, on its conscience and 
judgment, to do the othsr. 
Both 


bets are committed to the judgment 
and discretion of those who are to do 
them. 
When an office is vacant, as- 


suming tliat it ought to he Blled, 
which is not always thn case by any 
means, for oftentimes offices exist by 
law winch there is no need to have 
occupied at a particular time; but 
when 
an office is 
vacant which 


should be filled and a nomination is 
sent to the Sen^e '.he sole duty of 
the Senate is to advise as to the fit- 
ness and expediency of appointing 
the particular person nominated. 
When, however, an office is already 
filled and a nomination is made of 
another persnn to displace the-incum- 
bent the duty of the Senate is to ad- 
vise whether the change should be 
made. The advice and consent of tl'e 
Senate in such a case is two-fold in 
oharacler and effect. 
If it advises 


affirmatively the advice ia that A. B. 
should be removed and C. D. put in 
his place. 0. D. may be a good man 
and pood even for the particular 
plaue: but A. B. is already in, has 
been tried, has acquired practice and 
experience, and if the Senttte believes 
tnat to dispeuse with his services and 
substitute one nntried in his stead 
would be unwise, inexpedient, injn 
rious to the public service, or even 
au experiment which could not im- 
prove the efficiency of administration, 
and may injure it; in such a case 
Senators on their oath«, obligated to 
give honest and discreet advice, can1 
not evade their duty by shutting their 
eyes to the question of expelling the 
man who is in. 
To do so would be 


simply to falter and shirk a plain 
constitutional duty. 


It m*y be added that some Repub- 


lican and more Democratic Senators 
hold that the President, being res- 
ponsible to the country for th« execu- 
tion of the laws and the administra- 
tion of public business, the Senate 
ouglit to compel him to retain in ser- 
vice an officer whom for any cause, 
public or private, he wishes to re- 
tnovo, and that its duty is done when 
it sets in judgment on his nomina- 
tions, examining and passing opon 
their character and fitness, and re- 
jecting only such aa are shown to be 
incapable or otherwise unfit. 


A third opinion is also held that 


the'President ought, when proposing 
to remove an officer, to give the Sen- 
ate full and to it satisfactory reasons 
for his removal, and that unless he 
can satisfy the Senate with his reas 
ons that body, in the interest of thb 
public service, ought to refase its 
uoDsent to the removal. Iliose wlio 
so hold urge that a strict observance | 
of such a course Viy the President and 
the Senate would, iu fact, greatly 
help to that permanence of tenure 
which the President desires to bring 
about in the ci»il service. 


The President is understood to 


hold that he ought to be allowed a 
large liberty al'out removals from 
office, inasmuch as he is responsible 
for the c_omluct of public business, 
and that' he may be justified in re- 
moving an officer by the fact that 
while the incumbent does well in 
sume respects the person he would 
SiilKtitute would be aliett-r ru.ui in 
.ill tln> iclations of the plane. 
H> 


holas also tuat a federal officer ought 
not only to be capable of performing 
thf ilutirs of the place he holds, but 
should also be satisfactory to the 
community in which he is to hold 
office, and that a man entirely capa- 
ble otherwise would be an improper 
nomination if by reason of hig rela- 
tions to the community he were gen- 
erally disliked.

"THE CHINESE MUST 60." 


Such is the prevailing sentiment 


on this coast, and we are glad to 
learn from Congressman Wiea, by 
private letter, that the Chinese ques- 
tion is fast taking definite shape 
amongst members of Congress. The 
feeling is decided, he writes, that 
immigration from China shall be re- 
stricted within the narrowest possi- 
ble limits, without interfering with 
our commercial 
intercourse with 


China. It is with more than ordi- 
nary feeiings of satisfaction that we 
learn that oar Eastern folks are be- 
ginning to understand the true state 
of affairs, and are preparing to apply 
a remedy.

ilies upon Chinese wages. There is 
auotlier evil arising from the resi- 
dence of the Chinese among us, not 
so patent to casual observers, but of 
such magnitude as to cause a feeling 
of despondency for the future of our 
country. In every town of any mag 
nitude there are dens of Chinese 
prostitution open to the youths of 
uur land—to very youug boys, who 
are enticed 
thither 
by 
Chinese 


women, and who, for a few cents, can 
acquire a loathsome disease, ruin 
tlieir constitutions, and render them- 
selves unfit to become tho progeni- 
tors of a healthy and moral race. 
Trouble with the Chinese has already 
begun, and it is not incorrect to say 
that, however wrong the

adopted may be, the people, urged to 
desperation by a want of sympathy 
in and a disregard for their interests

Sep. Dear Sir:

The glorious Pontiff Pins IX. is no 
more with us on e-rth, but he is, no 
doubt, with God and His Immacu- 
late Mother in Heaven. He loved 
the Church dearly and holily to the 
last; his moral conduct waa not only 
irreproachable, but most edifying; 
UEder suffering he was patient, un- 
der adversity he was tranquil, under 
persecution he was meek; in the dis 
charge of his high office he was th 
ever-watchful and zealous shepherd 
—gentle, amiable and charitable to 
all, yet the uncompromising defender 
of truth and of the cause of God, 
admired alike by friends and foes. 


It is not advancing too much to 


say that the universal sentiment of 
the Catholic world will place him 
beyond the need of our prayers; but 
the Church requires of our charity 
to offer up to God suffrages for the 
dead, whether they belonged to the 
lay or to the clerical body; whethe" 
thev were Priests, Bishops or High 
Pontiffs.
